1 . Acknowledgement made of amendment filed 11/1 7/201 0. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 12 and 14 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Regarding claim 12, Prior art does not teach a first coloured wheel and a second 
coloured wheel successively traversed by a luminous beam, each coloured wheel 
carrying a plurality of coloured filtering sectors and being driven with a substantially 
identical angular speed and wherein each of said determined primary colours is 
obtained as a result of at least two distinct colours taken successively by the colour 
beam during the determined duration. 

Regarding claim 14, Prior art does not teach the means of periodic generation of 
successive coloured beams comprises a first and a second identical coloured wheel 
successively traversed by a luminous beam, each coloured wheel carrying at least three 
coloured filtering sectors of respective colours yellow, magenta and cyan and being 
driven with in rotation. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
